General  Hospital  pooling  in  Worcestershire  of  infectious 
disease  cases  continues  and  is  satisfactory,  Evesham  Isolation 
Hospital  only  admits  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  There 
is  no  cubicle  accomiiiodati on^  and  nursing  staff  is  a perennial 
problem,

Water  Supplies, 

A piped  water  supply  is  available  to  3>68o  houses  out  of  a 
total  of  4^5305  leaving  85O  to  be  provided  for.  The  Coventry 
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Corporatjon  scheme  drawing  water  from  the  River  Severn  will  in 
the  future  serve  these  latter.  About  100  houses  are  supplied 
by  standpipes^  the  majority  being  in  the  Parish  of  Ashton-uriuer- 
flill;,  where  a new  scheme  for  a piped  water  supply  is  in  course  oi 
preparation.  Monthly  samples  of  piped  v/ater  are  satisfactory. 
Results  of  well  v;ater  analyses  vary  considerably , There  is  no 
question  of  plumbo- solvency ,

The  Consultant’s  Report  is  not  yet  to  hand^  but  it  is 
anticipated  that  recoiiLienda cions  will  be  made  for  the  establish- 
ment of  small  works,  together  with  the  enlargedient  of  some  already 
in  existence. 


HOUSING 


pbur  new  houses  vvere  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
Several  are  in  course  of  erection.  They  all  have  a supply  of 
piped  water^  and  communal  sewerage  disposal.  pO  houses  have 
been  erected  by  private  enterprise. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 


Duties  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts^  1928-58  are  carried 
out  by  the  Inspector  of  Vjeights  and  Measures,  Sanitary  Inspector 
take  samples  under  the  Acts. 

All  dairies  and  the  one  slaughter  house  are  under  the 
supervision  of  your  Sanitary  Department^  by  whom  they  are  visited 
regularly.

In  four 
instances  the  diagnosis  was  revised.  The  three  confirmed  cases 
were  all  in  one  family^  of  a severe  type,  resulting  in  recoveries 
The  infective  agent  vjas  possibly  a soldier  on  leave  from  abroad. 
Contact  was  made  with  in  s unit  and  he  was  reported  to  be  negative 
No  other  cases  occurred  either  beiore  or  after  in  the  village. 
None  of  these  cases  had  been  immunised.
